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et Aeneas We the Lozds Juſtices and Council 
| of this Kingdom, becauſe of the great Dcarcity 
and Dearneſs of Cozn, have by ſeveral fozmer 
& P:eclamations, ſtrictly Pzohibited and Fozbid the 
Erpoztation of all manner of Coꝛn, Grain and 
Meal, out of all o: any Pozts, Czefks oz Mem⸗ 
> bcrs in this Kingdom, to any parts beyond the 
Seas, untill Our farther Oꝛder to the contrary; 
which Pꝛoclamations had very little oz no Effect, 
koꝛ that ſeveral Merchants and others, to elude 
RD" the ſaid P;oclamations by Confederacy and Com- 
bination, Made up and Baked very great quantities of B:ead and Bilhet, 
and alſo made great quantities of Starch, and afterwards Tranſpozted the 
ſame into leveral parts beyond the Deas, whereby the Pꝛice of all ſozt of 
Gain and Meal was ſo gratly enhanſed, that the PO:er people of this King- 
dom, were in great danger of being Starved; and thereupon We the Lozds 
Juſtices and Council, did by another Pzoclamation Dated the Seaventh Day 
of February laſt paſt, upon full Conſideration of the ſeveral Complaints made 
from ſeveral parts of this Kingdom, of the Miſerable and Deplozable con⸗ 
dition of the pozer fot of People, occaſioned by the Dearneſs of all ſozt of 
Gꝛain and Meal; not only ſtrictly Pzohibit and Fozbid the Erpoztation of all 
manner of Cozn, G:ain and Meal tſoever, but alſo all Bzead, Biſker, 
Starch, oꝛ other Materials made of Co2n, Gzain oz Meal (except ntteſſary 
20viſions foz Ships) and We having 1 conſidered that ſuch Merchants 
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and others, dad Sought great quantities of Cozn, Gꝛain and Meal of all ſo:ts, 
and ſeveral Farmers of this Kingdom, who then had great Dtozes of Con, 
Gzain and Peal, yet did not ding the ſame to che Markets, noꝛ would Scll 
the ſame, in erpectation that Cozn and all ſozt of Gzain and Meal Would be 
Dearer in this Kingdom, by reaſon of the very great Startity thereof in moſt 
other parts of Europe, and out of a Pꝛoſpeit that the former Pzchibitions a⸗ 
gainſt Erpo:tation thereof, would be taken off befoze this laſt Harveſt : Me 
did farther by the ſaid lat P:oclamation, Declare that the ſaid P:ohibition 
ſhould continue untill Our farther Oꝛder to the contrary, which thereby We 
d Declare, We did not intend to Gzant in any Caſe, untill after the Feaſt 
of All Saints next enſuing, as by the ſatd ſeveral P2oclamations may moze fully 
appear. Since which time We the Lo:ds Juſtices and Coiincil have reccived 
farther Jmfozmation, that ſeveral perſons have lately Bought and Sto:ed up 
very great quantities of Cozn, G:ain and Meal of all ſozts in this Kingdom ; 
and ſeveral Farmers and others who have great quantities of all ſozts bf 
Cozn, Gzain and Meal. will not bzing the ſame into any the Markets in this 
Kingdom, oz Sell the ſame fo2 the relief of che peer ſoꝛt of Inhabitants of 
this Kingdom, in erpectation that after the Feaſt of All Saints utrt, the ſaid 
P;ohibttton Will immediately be taken off, and che ſaid perſons at liberty to Ex⸗ 
pozt what quantities of ſuch Cozn, Gzain and Meal they pleaſe, by reaſon 
whereof the Þ:tcc of all ſo:t of Cozn, Gzain and Meal, is at this time kept 
up, and raiſed in the ſeveral Parkets and other places in this Kingdom, ſo 
very High and Dear, that the peer ſozt of Inhabitants and People are in 
greater danger of bring Starved then fozmerly, and muſt be ko:ced to Fied on 
ſome Un whol ſome Food, to ſuſtatn and keep them alive, which may occaſion 
reat Sickneſs and Contagions Diſtempers and Diſcaſes in this Kingdom; 
3 tome timely Remedy be not applyed thereto. We therefoze the Lozds 
uſtices and Council, upon further Conlideration thereof, think fic, and ac- 
coꝛdingly Me do by this Our boy ſtrictly Pꝛohibit and Foꝛbid the 
Expoꝛtation of all manner of Coꝛn, Gzain and Meal whatſoever; and alſo all 
Cozn, Gain and Meal whatſocver, Baked oz Made up into Bread, Bilket, 
Starch, oz in any manner out of, and from all che Pots of this Kingdom, 
o2 any of them to any parts beyond the Deas, Except ſuch quantities only as 
{ball be neceſſary fo: the Shipping which (hall go out of this Kingdom foz 
Pzovillons fo; the Ships Crew, and other perſons on Board ſuch Ships, 
during the reſpective Uoyages foz which ſuch Dhips are bound at the — in 
ſuch Pꝛobiſions; the laid Prohibition to continue not only to the Feaſt of 
All Saints next, as by the (aid Recited P2zoclamation of the Seaventh of Fe⸗ 
bruary laſt is erpzeſſed, but alſo from and afcer the ſaid Feaſt of All Saints 
next, untill Me (hall have received Inkozmation and Satisfattion, that the 
Prices of all ſo:ts of Gzain and Peal in this Kingdom are moze moderate; 
o that the po; may be relieved. And Me do hereby ſtrictly Charge and Com⸗ 
mand all His Majeſty s Durveyozs, Colletozs and other Dfticers, in the ſe- 
beral Pozts of this Kingdom, that they make ſtrict Inquiry and Search after 
all Cozn, Gzain and Meal, Baked oz Made up in Bead, Biſket, Starch, 02 
in any other manner whatſoever, which (hall be Shipped oz put on Board 
any p. Boat oz Ucſlel, in any Port oz Place in this Kingdom, and that 
they make Stop of all ſuch as they ſhall have reaſon to Appzehtnd may be 
deſigned to be Expoꝛted to any place beyond the Seas, — 4 ſhall pane 
ſignified the ſame to Us, and ſhall receive Pur further Dir 
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v2 after the Conviction of ſuch reſpective Oe
